Cont in rib until work meas 4 [4:4:5:5]cm, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Change to 3.75mm needles and beg with 
a K row, cont in st st until work measures 31

Cont in rib until work measures 4 [4:4:5:51 
cm, ending with WS facing for next row.

Change to 3.75mm needles and beg with 
a K row, working in st st throughout, cont 
until work matches back to start of armhole 
shaping.

Row 2 (RS): K3, * p2, k2, rep from * to last 

St, k1 . 

These 2 rows set rib. 

Work 1 row. 

Next row: Rib 4 [3:3:2:4], (cast off 2 sts, rib 
1 9 [20:21 :22:23) 5 times, cast off 2 sts, rib 3 
[3:2:2:3]. 

Work 5 rows more in rib, casting on 2 sts 
over gaps created by casting off on previous 
row. 

BUTTONBAND 

With RS facing, using 3.25mm needles, pick 
up and knit 116 [120:124:128:136] sts down 
left front and neckband. 

Work as given for buttonhole band omitting 
buttonholes. 

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves 
using the set in method. Sew on buttons.

Make 12 in white with red pattern (Pocket 1) 
and 13 in red and white (Pocket 2). 

Using 4mm needles, cast on 22 sts. 

Work 6 rows in moss stitch. 

Work 2 rows in st st. 

Work Pocket Chart from Row 1 to Row 8. 
Continue in main colour only for 22 rows. 
Knit 2 rows. 

Work 15 rows in st st, beginning with purl row. 
Work 2 rows in moss stitch. Cast off. 

MAKING UP 

Work the numbers onto front of pockets 
with Swiss darning in white or red yarn: 

At the WS of work, secure your yarn. Bring 
sewing needle through to front at base of 
stitch to be worked. Pull yarn through. 

Take needle behind the two loops of the 
stitch above (from right to left) and pull yarn 
through to front. Keep tension even. 

Insert needle on row below at same place 
as before. Bring through to front at base of 
next stitch you want to darn and continue. 
Fold pocket up at knit ridge and stitch side 
seams. Block each pocket carefully. 

Stitch onto tape and stitch buttons (if used) 
between each pocket. 

Fill with sweets and other treats!

P2, repeat from * to the end of the round 
Round 3: * K2tog, yo, K3, yo, sll, K1, psso, 
P2, repeat from * to the end of the round. 
Round 5: * K1 , yo, sll , K1 , psso, K1 , K2tog, 
yo, K1 , P2, repeat from * to the end of the 
round.

Repeat rounds 1 to 8, six more times. 

Cast off. 

Cover lampshade in cling film or cellophane 
to protect from water.

YARN SWAPS 




Don’t be put off knitting a project just because you 
haven’t got the exact yarn, says Rhian Drinkwater 



I n a perfect world, you'd knit every pattern in the exact yarn specified by the 
designer. However, it may be that the specified yarn is hard to find, or out of 
your budget. You may have fibre allergies, or want to use up stash. So what's 
the best way to go about substituting the yarn in your project?

FIRST THINGS FIRST 

The first thing to remember is that the 
designer is very likely to have chosen that 
specific yarn for particular reasons. Sock 
patterns, for example, are usually designed 
in 'sock yarns' that are mostly wool (possibly 
with a little alpaca or cashmere for extra 
softness), blended with nylon. The wool 
ensures socks that are breathable and warm 
- but a pure wool sock would quickly wear 
holes around the heels and toes. A little nylon 
adds strength to the yarn without losing the 
woolly qualities. 



Designs that use cables often use a springy 
wool, or a high-twist yarn, for strong stitch 
definition. And elegant garments may use 
alpaca or silk blends for their wonderful 
drape. So when thinking about what yarns to 
use, you need to keep this in mind. Of course 
it's fine to choose a different fibre - those 
cosy socks are no good to you if they bring 
your feet out in a rash - but think about how 
any fibre changes may affect the finished 
project. Maybe a bamboo sock yarn such as 
Rico Superbaa Bamboo (which also includes 
acrylic for strength) would be perfect for 
cooler, summer socks? Bamboo is another 



fibre with gorgeous drape, so it could easily 
make a good substitute for a silk blend in an 
elegant evening top. 

Weighty matters 

With that in mind, the next thing you'll look 
at in potential new yarns is the weight. Unless 
you fancy some serious sums before casting 
on, you'll want to match the tension given 
in the pattern with whatever new yarns you 
choose. Start by matching the weight given to 
the yarns (4ply, DK, aran etc), then take a look 
at the tension given on the ball band. Try and 
match this to within a few stitches/rows of the 
tension given in the pattern. You can always 
adjust the tension with different needle sizes, 
but not too much - if you knit a thicker yarn 
too densely on smaller needles, for example, 
you'll get a stiff, rough fabric that might not 
be much fun to wear. With that in mind, also 
check the recommended needle size range 
for your yarn - does this match the needles 
used in the pattern? 

The exception to this is when you're 
knitting lace, when much larger needles are 
often used with a yarn to create an airy fabric. 
In this case, focus more on the weight and 
yardage of your chosen yarn.) 

Do the math 

All of this information should be clearly 
printed on your ball band, along with the next 
most important property -yardage. If you've 
matched the fibre and weight of your yarn 
with the one given in the pattern, then you 
should see roughly the same yardage - about 
200m for 100g of DK wool, for example. If 
this amount is wildly different, then it may 
be that you've chosen a slightly thicker or 
thinner yarn, or a heavier fibre, such as cotton 
instead of wool. Remember to watch out for 
different ball sizes - a 50g ball with 100m will 
match, but you'll need twice as many balls as 
listed in the pattern. You'll need to calculate 
the amount of yarn used in the original 
pattern, then ensure you buy enough of 
your substitute. See the next page for more 
information on these calculations. 

WHAT COULD GO 
WRONG? 

Most knitters have a story of at least one 
project they've seen that was knitted in 
disastrously bad yarn. So what did that knitter 
do wrong - and how can we 
avoid it in future? 

Don't think that expensive 
is always best. Every fibre has

Matchy matchy 

Try to match the original fibre 
composition. If you're deliberately 
choosing a different fibre, think about how 
this will affect the finished piece. 

Weighty subject 

Look for yarns of the same weight, with 
a similar ball band tension to that given 
for the design. 

When is enough enough? 

Check the yardage of your chosen yarn - 
do you have enough? 

Swatch it out 

Can you match the design tension? Does 
the fabric have the right amount of drape, 
and does the pattern look like you expect? 
If so - keep knitting. If not, change needle 
sizes or maybe try a different yarn. 



things it is suited for, and things it isn't - think 
about its properties rather than how much 
you love it. You won't love an expensive 
merino yarn if it didn't stand up to the rough- 
and-tumble life of a kid's jumper. 

Triple check your yardage calculations, 
and always err on the side of too much yarn. 
A boucle yarn will knit up differently to 
a high-twist plied yarn, so even if you match 
the tension, you may need more or less 
yardage. You don't want to be caught short 
when you've barely started the sleeves. 



If there's a fancy stitch pattern, swatch it 
in a sample of your new yarn before buying 
15 balls of it. Sometimes yarns just don't suit 
a pattern and there's nothing that can change 
that - find out before you've spent £70 and 
knitted half a cardigan! 

We hope none of this advice makes yarn 
substitution sound too scary - it really isn't! 

It's wonderfully freeing to be able to choose 
the yarn that suits you, and it really is just 
a matter of keeping a few things in mind as 
you do so. And if in doubt, swatch! 



Calculating yardage 

Your first step should be to work out exaetly how mueh of the original yarn is 
needed for the design. Cheek how many balls of yarn are needed for your size. 
Now, multiply this by the yardage/ meterage given for the original yarn. 

For example, a eardigan uses ten 50g balls of King Cole Baby Alpaea, whieh 
has lOOm/llOyds per ball. So you need 10 x 100 = 1, 000m of your alternative 
yarn. Let’s say that you want to knit it in Styleeraft Alpaea DK, whieh has 
240m/262yds per lOOg ball. Divide 1,000 by 240, and you get 4.16 - that’s Just 
over four balls. So you’ll need to buy five balls of the Styleeraft Alpaea DK to be 
sure of having enough. If the ealeulation is Just under a number of balls (eg 4.8) 
it may be worth buying an extra ball Just to be safe. It doesn’t matter if you work 
in metres or yards, as long as you always use the same type of measurement.

Looking after 
the little ones 

Sometimes it's the little things in life that matter 
as Shelley Mitchell of PreemiesUK explains... 



T here are few things more 

frightening for new parents 
than having to deal with the 
premature birth of a child. 
One way parents can gain 
a little comfort is knowing their baby, no 
matter how tiny, is being kept warm and 
cosy while in the neonatal unit. This is 
where PreemiesUK, and you, can help. 

A non-profit organisation, PreemiesUK 
was started by Shelley Mitchell in 2006 
after her own experience on the neonatal 
ward of Worcestershire Royal Hospital 
following the birth of her daughter. 
Originally, she wanted to give a little 
something back to the hospital. Soon more 
people were getting involved, giving their 
time to produce an ever increasing amount 
of clothes and bedding for neonatal units 
across the country. 

PreemiesUK is based in Droitwich, 
and now sends parcels to more than 170 
neonatal units across the country. Shelley 
currently posts about 50 boxes to hospitals 
each month. Up to now, 378 parcels have 



been delivered containing more than 
35,000 knitted, crocheted and sewn 
items. Shelley now hopes to nearly double 
that number to 60,000 with the help of 
her fantastic team and Knit Today readers! 

‘^'Everything made or 
donated is given free of 
eharge to the hospitals 

and to the families 

who require them^^ 

The group are looking for items like 
blankets (knitted or crocheted), cardigans 
(with sleeves), ventilator bonnets, teddies, 
and quilts that measure 30.5 x 45.5cm 
(12xl8in). Shelley would recommend using 
double knitting or 4ply yarn, in pastel 
colours if possible. Preemies UK also 
welcome donations of hand or machine 
washable knitting wool, ribbon, buttons or 
toy fillings. 

Occasionally, the group are asked to 




provide items for babies who have sadly 
passed away - something members feel 
honoured to do, helping to make sure the 
family's little ones have clothes that fit. 

In 2013 Shelley was recognised for her 
valuable work and won a Butterfly Award. 
The annual awards recognise parents 
who have lost a baby, and the individuals 
and charities who support them. This 
year PreemiesUK has once again been 
nominated for the Butterfly Awards, this 
time in the UK Support Organisation and 
Online Support categories. 

Everything sent to PreemiesUK is given 
free of charge. You can use any pattern,

Sarah says: I think you would really like 
the patterns by Wool and the Gang 
(www.woolandthegang.com) as they use 
bright yarns for their patterns and the style 
of bags is great.The 'Hold Tight Clutch' kit 
costs £40 and comes with a clasp frame, 
pattern and yarn. Alternatively, try our 
simple clutch bag design in issue 104, also 
in jersey yarn, which can be made for £9. 




BEGINNER SOCKS 

I would like to have a go at knitting my 
first pair of socks and Fm hoping you 
will have some tips for me. It’s the heel 
shaping and knitting in the round that is 
really worrying me! 

Carol Frances, Edenbridge 

Jo says: For a first pair of socks I would 
suggest knitting them on two needles. 



This way you will only have to deal with the 
heel shaping which is much easier to do if 
you knit the heel (and toe!) in a contrast 
colour. Having the contrast makes it feel as if 
it's only a small part of the sock, which of 
course it is! If you go wrong at all you can 
see immediately how much you have to pull 
out. I usually suggest knitting in a pale 
colour if the sock is all one colour but 
knitting in a multicolour 
yarn with a plain heel 
and toe would be fine 
for a beginner. Double 
knitting yarn would be 
my preference because 
4ply, although lovely to 
wear is a bit fiddly to 
knit. Sirdar 9764 would 
be the pattern to try as 
it has sizes from age 4 
all the way up to 
men's. To buy it for 
£2.50, go to www. 
mcadirect.com

® Jo says: 

You could reknit the handles and 
line them with fabric. The fabric would 
need to be a close weave like cotton - 
if you lined it with jersey that would 
stretch too! If you were to do that you 
could add a lining to the bag with the 
same fabric. If you don't want to add 
fabric, knit the handles in moss stitch 
which will be much firmer 
- but don't use garter 
stitch - that will 
make the 
stretchiest 
handles ever! 

An l-cord is 
another option 
- knitted with 5 
or 6 stitches. If 
reknitting isn't 
your bag (!) add 
a pair of Knit Pro 




These handles are very 
easy to sew because of 
the pre-punched holes 
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handles (£9.65) from www.loveknitting.com. 
Each handle measures 57cm and they're 
available in 12 different colours. 



STRIPE IT UP 




® I have never knitted a pair of socks but 
I really like the stripy ones I have seen 
patterns for. Do you know any colourful sock 
yarns that will give me this effect? 

Susan Harris, Manchester 

® Sarah says: This type of yarn is called 
a variegated sock yarn, which basically 
means the colour of the yarn changes 
as you knit. This makes striping in 
socks really easy. You should try Rico 
Superba Poems sock yarn 
(100g/420m), available from good 
yarn shops, approx £7.19. This is a 
4-ply wool blend so you'll have soft 
but durable socks. Also because 
it is a wool blend, the socks 
can be machine washed. 
The colours in these 
yarns are really lovely 
and you can make 
your choice from 
bright tones to 
more muted ones 
depending on the 
look you're going for. 



CHUNKY CALCULATOR 

fm going to knit a cushion for my 
daughter and would like to use chunky 
yarn for the front and fabric on the 
back. I want it to be about 40cm (16in) square 
- how do I work out how much yarn I need? 
Mary Farrell, Thatcham 

Jo says: If you go to www.thedietdiary. 
com/knittingfiend/tools/ 
EstimatingYardageRectangles.html, you 
will find a nifty calculator that figures out 
a rough estimate of how much yarn you 
will need. I'm taking this lovely John Lewis 
Heritage Chunky (£3/50g) from www. 
johnlewis.com as an example. The yarn 
has 14 sts and 20 rows per 10cm (4in), but 
the online calculator wants stitches per inch, 
so 14 sts divided by 4 is 3.5 sts per inch and 
20 rows divided by 4 is 5 rows per inch. 

I then type in the size and it's come up with 
133 metres. As each ball 
contains 70 metres you 
will therefore need two 
balls. It's easy to work 
out how many stitches 
you need to cast on 
by using the tension 
information on the 
ball band but the 
estimator was 
correct with 56 
cast on stitches 
and 80 rows.

Take a needle threaded with Yarn B, 
beginning at centre back seam where the 
first row of Yarn A starts, run the thread 
through every stitch, all the way round, 
draw up firmly to create the head, secure at 
centre back seam. 

Cut 30cm lengths of Yarn E for the hair. Take 
a bunch of strands and place them evenly 
over the head. Take a needle thread with 
Yarn E and beginning at centre front of face, 
backstitch over the strands to hold in place, 
lay more strands and repeat the process 
until the whole head is covered. 

Divide the hair into two sections and tie to 
form bunches. Tie a pretty pink bow around 
each bunch. Trim ends of hair if needed. 
Take 6 lengths of Yarn E and make a plait 
long enough to fit around the head and 
cross over at the back. 

Take the length of pink sparkly ribbon 
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and wind around the plait, secure with 
some stitches of cotton. Place around the 
forehead, over lap at the back of the head 
and stitch in place. 

Sew features onto face. 

Sew seam on the dress, slip onto body 
before finally closing, secure at back of neck.

lly Pally. To a knitter those 
two words say so much. The 
Knitting and Stitching Show 
at Alexandra Palace is the 
ain event of the year. 



First things first, you will need a map. 
Although the basic layout of the event 
doesn’t change much from year to year, 
the sheer number of stalls and exhibitions 
mean it’s incredibly easy to get distracted 
by something sparkly/ soft/ fuzzy/ and then 
realise you’re not entirely sure where you are! 

The show attracts some 35,000 visitors 
over the space of five days. I’ve been lucky 
enough to come to Ally Pally each year for the 
last four years and I never get bored with it! 

I usually head straight to the Great Hall, to 
see what’s new and exciting. 

Launching this year were Yarn Stories. 
Their simple stand featured a rainbow wall 
of their merino yarn, which proved very 
tempting for many visitors. Meanwhile, 
the Black Sheep team were welcoming an 
onslaught of customers tempted by their 
‘yarn pile’ of bargain ten-ball packs. Head 
over to their Facebook page to see a picture 
of the customer who ended up sitting in it! 

Outside of the Great Hall the Textile 
Gallery hosts exhibitions from students 
and professional crafters. Highlights this

MAKE A SLIPKNOT ♦ YOUR FIRST CAST ON STITCH 




Twist the yarn into a loop and 
form a second loop of yarn to pull 
through the first one.

Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around right needle 
and then pull this through the loop. 



Now insert the left needle 

tip through the front of new loop, 

dropping it off the right needle. 



Repeat steps 1-3 as needed, 
forming new stitches from the top 
stitch on the left needle.

To begin, knit only the first two 
stitches in the cast off row. 



Push the left needle through the 
first stitch, then lift it over the 
second stitch and off right needle. 



With one stitch now on the right 
needle, knit another stitch and then 
repeat step 2 until the row end.
